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The reply filed on 1 1/5/08 is not fully responsive to the prior restriction requirement because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): while applicant has elected a unique species for the compound and drug, appl icani has not spcci Tied how the compound and 
drug are conjugated together. It is noted that the restriction requirement (8/5/08 page 3 last 3 lines) slaled that applicant should specify 
how the compound and drug are linked. Instant claim 30 describes possible attachment points and instant claim 29 recites attachment 
mechanisms. In other words, applicant has identified elements of the conjugate but has not identified a specific species of the 
conjugate. If applicant intends that the drug and compound not be conjugated, applicant should clearly state so on the record. Since 
the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
